P or t l a nd , Or., Aug, 23.—Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, commissiouer-in-chief of 
the fur seal investigation, has passed 
hereon the revenue cutter Rush enroute 
for San Francisco. 
Dr. Jordan reports 
the satisfactory c*)mpletion of the sum­ 
m er’s investigations by the British and 
United States commissions. 
“ The breeding grounds show a shrink ­ 
age of about 15 per cent over the con­ 
ditions of last season; the banting 
grounds a shrink age of 33 per cent. 
'This is about what wa.s predicted oy 
the American commission last vear and 
the conclusions are fully vindicated in 
all important regards. 
“ The primary cause of shrink age of 
females on the breeding grounds is the 
pelagic catch of last fall and this 
spring. 
To this is added the loss due 
to starvation of orphaned pups in 18 94, 
which should this y ear have lived to 
give birth to their first pups. 
This 
starvation in 18 94, effecting a.s it did 
in a lik e m*‘asure the male herd, is the 
cause of the diminution of k illable 
seals on the hunting grounds. 
“The decline of the herd is every ­ 
where more distinctly mark ed than it 
was last y ear, owing to the eff ects of 
the resumption of pelagic k illing in 
Bering sea after the modus vivendi of 
1S93. 
E'or 18 98 the shrk ik age will be 
still greater through the destruction in 
18 94 of unborn pups with impregnated 
females k illed.”

A Stibnm rlne MoniitHiii In th» - M hldl« of 
th« * .ttlniitic 
Almost at the very center of tie* At­ 
lantic <K?eau—only a trifie nnrth of tie» 
equator and about half way between 
S<tuth America and Africa—is a sute 
marine mountain so high that, in spite 
of the immense depth of the .« ea, it 
thrusts its peak 70 feet above tin* waves. 
This peak , startling from its position, 
forms a labyrinth of islets, the whole 
not over half a mile in circumference, 
k nown as St. Paul’s rock s. 
8o steep is 
the mountain, of w’hich this lonely rest­ 
ing place of sea birds is the summit, tiiat 
one mile from these rock s a 500 fathom 
line with which soundings were at­ 
tempted by Ross on his voyage to the 
Antarctic failed to touch bottom. 
Were the IhmI of the sea to lie suddenly 
elevated to a level with the dry land, 
8t. Paul’s rock s would be the cloud 
capped js'ak of a mountain rising in 
sheer ascent in the midst of a broad 
plain. They are supposed to have been 
formed by the same disturbance of na­ 
ture which separated the Cape Verde is­ 
lands from Africa.

Treacherous currents mak e navigation 
in the vicinity of these rock s dangerous. 
A Brazilian naval officer, who passed 
them on an English steamer, tells me 
that the evening before they expected to 
sight them he was told by the captain 
that at 5 o'clock in the morning they 
would appear about five miles west.
